Stockholm reports tha t such a possibility is being considered in con­ 
nection w ith the R usso-Finnlsh peace talk s aroused g rea t in te rest in 
W ashington. 
The view’ prevailed in responsible diplom stic circles tha t such a plan 
tnight provide the key to F inland’s w ithdraw al from the w ar If Soviet 
Russia w as agreeable to it. 
The Finnish people are known to be eager to g et out of the w ar. 
However, they are faced w ith a dilem m a. If they surrren d er uncondi­ 
tionally to Russia, they fear they w ill lose their future Independence. 
If they m ake a separate pe a c e , ------------------------------------------------------ 
w ith Russia, they also fear trouble 
w ith the six or » even G erm an di- j 
visions stationed in N orthern F in -j 
land They don’t w an t to ex haust 
them selves tryin g to chase the 
G erm ans out only to pave the w ay 
for the R ussians to come in and 
conquer them . 
How’ever, if an arm istice could 
be arranged undfer which A m erican 
forces would occupy the country, j 
and if necessary, chase the G er­ 
m ans out, it is believed the Finns 
would gladly accept it.
